Up To The Steelworkers 
|N THE fifth round of wage increases, now in 


•*• progress, the steel industry is not setting 
the pace, for a change. Its problem this year, 
as Benjamin Fairless, president of U. S. Steel 
pointed out Thursday before the American Pe- 
troleum Institute in Los Angeles, is to hold the 
pace. 


Specifically, its problem is to keep its work- 


ers from going on another of the strikes which 
have cost 29 million tons of steel production 
since the end of the war in 1945. That is more 
than a fourth of the tonnage the steel industry 
hopes to be able to turn out in 1952 when its 
present expansion program is completed. 


Mr. Fairless told the petroleum institute that 


he believes the steel industry should hold the 
pace, meaning that it should be prepared to 
raise its prices enough to keep its employees 
abreast of developments in the fifth round. The 
rest, it goes without saying, is up to the steel- 
workers' negotiators. 


The president of "Big Steel" has gone on rec- 


ord for an in-line increase. 
He has gone on 


record for continued production of steel with- 
out interruption by strikes. He has even gone 
on record xvith a statement that an increase of 
reasonable proportions could be handled with- 
out causing important price increases in prod- 
ducts made of steel. 


"I have never been able to understand," he 


said in Los Angeles, "why prices and wages 
can rise all around us without causing any 
great public concern, but the minute there is 
talk of a wage-price rise in steel, a larger num- 
ber of honest but misguided gentlemen jump 
to the housetops and start shouting that a dis- 
astrous inflation will result and that the coun- 
try is on the high road to perdition. 
Such 


statements are simply not true." 


If the steel industry's employees do not ask 


for too much in 1950, there will be no neces- 
sit / for a strike as far as the U. S. Steel Corp. 
U concerned. 


jT MUST BE admitted that Sen- 
1 ator Millard Tydings is a man ; 
of experience and character and 
that his defeat will, in a measure, 
withdraw from the Senate one 
who, in the past, has been a con- 
structive force. 


It is, of course, his own fault. 


Having devoted most of his ca- 
reer to independence of view and 
action, he, during the past year, 
reduced himself to a party hack, 
engaging in a white-washing job 
__. the State Department in a 
matter of vital importance to the 
country. The voters of Maryland 
rejected him after four terms of 
usefulness. 


More than that, they rejected 


the habit that too many poli-

Millard Tydings was not di- 
rectly involved in the Alger Hiss 
case, but by his conduct of the 
investigation of the 
Amerasia 


case, he was indirectly preventing 
a further exposure of the cabal of 
which Hiss was a part but not the 
leader. 


I know that Millard Tydingg 


knows the truth and that his 
counsel, Edward Morgan, knows 
the truth. I have discussed the 
Amerasia case with both of them, 
and at one time felt reassured 
that Senator Tydings would probe 
this betrayal to the bitter end, 
even if it disclosed that the State 
Department had abrogated its 
conduct of the Far Eastern policy 
of this country to the Institute of 
Pacific Relations at a time xvhen 
that body was largely dominated 
by Communists, felloxv-travelers 
and Russian sympathizers. 


THIS HE DID not do. Instead, 


he killed off such evidence as 
could have been of service to the 
United States and gave the State 
Department such a white-wash as 
does not conform with the course 
of events. If our Far Eastern 
policy was not betrayed, why are 
we fighting in Korea? 


Neither Senator Tydings nor 


Mr. Acheson could have foretold 
the workings of Stalin's mind nor 
the course that his devious nature 
would pursue. Had Stalin ordered 
his forces into West Germany or 
Yugoslavia, Senator T y d i n g s 
would not have been smashed 
doxvn by the historic forces of So- 
viet imperialism. But S t a l i n

They came to the end of the trail Nov. 7. 


The Tnft-Hartley issue backfired. There were 
no xotes in it in 1950. At long last it may be 
possible to get somewhere xvith the real prob- 
lem of labor-management relations. 


The pioblem is stated in the preamble to the 


Taft-Hartley laxv "to recognise . . . that neither 
party has any right in its relations xvith any 
other to engage in acts or practices xvhich 
jeopardize the public health, safety or interest''.

Allocations Problem

T 


HE MOOD of Washington often 
shifts with the winds of inter- 


national affairs. Just now there 
is apprehension and genuine fear 
that the Chinese Communists, 
with Soviet connivance, may be 
trying to start a large-scale war 
in the Far East. 


A short time ago, when It 


looked as if the North Korean op- 
position was being mopped up by 
the U. N. military forces, there 
was some concern here lest the 
armament program become bog- 
ged down through complacency. 


The government as yet has not 


succeeded in impressing upon the 
country that a long-range re- 
armament program is in process 
which must necessarily cut back 
goods for civilian use and take 
more and more raw materials for 
military purposes. 


There is one difference, how- 


ever, between 1940 and the pres- 
ent period. In this instance, more 
time is being given for adjust- 
ment—more time for individual 
producers to arrange for the allo- 
cation of their supplies. 


Predictions are being made that 


the wartime method of alloca- 
tion, such as the "controlled ma- 
terials plan", will have to be ap- 
plied by the middle of next year, 
if not sooner. 


What is happening, of course, 


is that the basis for a peacetime 
system of control has not been 
laid by the international situa- 
tion. 
The fluctuations in the 


headlinesfnake the problem more 
and more difficult daily. Plainly 
the President will have to call in 
the Republican and Democratic 
leaders of Congress soon and, 
after an agreement is reached as 
to the size of the military pro- 
gram, the essential facts will have 
to be given to the country.

be managed either by the gov- 
ernment or by private industry in 
such a way as to avoid these gaps.

Taps Sounds For The Brannan Plan

T 


HIS ELECTION meant many 


things to many men. 
There 


is plenty of difference of opinion 
about several of those things. But 
one is a certainty. 
The voters 


have decisively repudiated the 
fantastic handout plan that bore 
the name of Secretary Brannan. 


Apparently no senatorial can- 


didate really supported the plan 
in his campaign. Senator Thom- 
ai of Oklahoma originally per- 
mitted his name to be attached 
to the bill embodying the plan 
and he went down in the pri- 
maries. Even Mr. Loveland, who 
ran in Iowa with the support of 
his boss, Mr. Brannan, evaded 
the issue after hard fighting got 
under way and he ultimately 
went down in defeat. Many suc- 
cessful candidates centered hot 
fire on the plan with excellent 
results. 
Senator Lucas repudi- 


ated it and Vice-President Bark- 
ley did some fancy footwork to 
remove this burden from candi- 
dates. And so the plan is gone 
—sunk without trace. 


It was never very clear why 


Mr. Brannan was appointed in 
the first place. He was a lawyer 
in Denver who had practiced only 
six years when he began a career 
as a Federal job holder. 
There 


is no real evidence that he had 
any special knoxvledge of the im- 
mensely complicated problems of 
agriculture. When the able Clin- 
ton Anderson left the secretary- 
ship to run for the Senate, Mr. 
Brannan got the post." There is 
no evidence that Mr. Anderson 
has any admiration for the man 
who succeeded him. 


NOR IS there clear evidence 


that Mr. Brannan had a great deal 
to do with creating the plan it- 
self. It has been shown on the 
floor of the Senate that certain 
essentials of the plan originated 
in certain radical organizations in 
the Northwest, It xvas worked 
out in detail by some of the 
bright boys in the department. 
Then, since it offered something 
for both city workers and farm- 
ers, it appealed to the political 
mind of the President.

order to demonstrate its fallacies 
and dangers. It was clear even 
then that the whole scheme was 
a vote-getting idea and that it 
was somewhat doubtful whether 
either the President or the secre- 
tary xvanted to get it passed. It 
was, they thought, an ideal way 
to get votes in the 1950 campaign. 
That Idea, it is now proved, was 
a great mistake. 


Finally, nature and the North

Congressmen. 


Then he restricted cotton exports 
which made matters worse. Sinca 
a great talking point for Candi- 
date Truman in 1948 was the low 
price of corn, the administration 
sought to lift the price of corn this 
year.

ing, they were more interested in 
the price of animals than in that 
of corn. 


Finally with the prospect of 


dangerous surpluses quite dim 
because of war preparations, the 
entire basis of the plan is gone. 
It is only a memory to warn the 
President that there are certain 
forces that lie beyond the scope 
of politics.
